And requiring the Miniſters in their ſeveral corigregations to ſtir up and exhort their Auditors 

to all readineſs and cheerfulneſs in ſo good and =. a work: And the ſaid Lords and Com- 

mons do further Order and Ordain, T hat the ſaid Collection be taken by the Churchwardens, 

or other two ſufficient men of the parith where no Churchwardens are,in the uſual maner, and 

then delivered and paid to Mr. Cy; ichael Herring of London, Merchant, he giving his Acquit- 

tances for his Receipts ; And the faid Collectors; within twenty days after their rel 2x0 "1 

celpts, to give an accompt thereof iftwriting, un eirre ve hands, teſtifying the ſeveral. 
and reſpective ſums received to the ſaid Mr. MicWel Herring: And the ſaid Mr. Michael Her- 

ring 15 to pay over the ſaid ſeveral and reſpective ms ſo be tie received, within ten days after 

his receipt thereof, to Philip Dennis of 1lfardcomb, Anthony Moor of T awton-Biſhop, and 

Adam Horden and Fames Brook of Braunton in the county of Devon aforeſaid, to be by them 

diſpoſed, and imploycd for the ends and uſes aforaid, according to their beſt wiſdoms and diſ- 

cretions. and oxi to the ſeveral urgent neWſkities of the laid poor people, bringing 
a Certificate of their reſpective neceſvities to the faid Receivers, under the hands of the Mini- 
ſer, and two other well-affected perſons of the {ad pariſh wherein they dwell and abide. 


Provided always, That no part of this Colletion ſhall be paid unto any Engliſh Iriſh- 
proteſtants, which did not reſide in or about the Town of Barnſtable aforefaid before the Five 
and twentieth day of March, One thouſand ſix hundred forty leven, and continuing his reſi- 
dence there ever ſince, Any thing herein contained to the contrary in any wiſe norwith-
